LONDON, Jan. 11.—Westminister Gaz- 


ette gays it has reason to believe the cab- 
inet at its meeting today decided upon 
peaceful measures, but favored the main- 
tenance of Franco-Russian good feeling 
and the establishment of a Russian admin- 
istration of affairs in Armenia. President 
Cleveland's message was not discussed, 
but the cabinet was favorable to making 
an effort to settle the Venezuelan dispute 
with Venezuela direct, and with a view of 
the accomplishment of that object there 
Is a good prospect of England's resuming 
diplomatic relations with Venezuela 
through the good offices of a certain Amer- 
ican state, not the United States, however. 


Dispatches from Johannesburg stats 


that the situation there becomes more 
grave in consequence of the condition im- 
posed by President Kruger that the re- 
lease of Jameson and his followers shall 
be contingent upon the abrogation of the 
treaty of 1884, thereby making Transvaal 
republic an absolutely independent state, 
exactly the condition that England re- 
fuses to accept. 


Statistics show that during the last fif- 


teen years only 12,000 foreigners, exclusive 
of the British, have gone into the Trans" 
vaal. 
The figures include Americans, 


Frenchmen, Hollanders and Germans, but 
do not give the ratio of each. The report 
will be submitted to parliament as soon as 
it meets and will doubtless bo used as an 
important factor In dealing with the Ger- 
man pretensions of the right to interfere 
in a South African republic. While the 
production of these statistics may assist 
and justify British diplomacy in rebutting 
German claims, it is the conviction in offi- 
cial circles that only the strongest and 
openly belligerent policy can avail Great 
Britain in the face of a possible European 
coalition against her. 


Sir Hercules Robinson, the governor of 


Cape Colony.has issued a proclamation re- 
moving Dr. Jameson from the office of ad- 
ministrater of Mashonaland and appoint- 
ing F. J. Newton secretary and receiver- 
general of British Buchuanaland in his 
place.

Rose Isbell; suffrage, Mrs. Brigbam; liter- 
ature, Mrs. Wetherbee; press work, Mrs. 
Fannie Isbell. 


Meetings have been hejd semi-monthly, 


with the usual adjournment during the 
summer season. Number of meetings 
held, eighteen. 
Average attendance, 


twenty. We have been subject to very 
few changes on the membership list, have 
gained twelve new members during the 
year, and at the present date number 
eighty-seven regular and thirty honorary 
members. All departments of the work 
have been successfully carried on, espec- 
ially that of the railroad department, 
which was faithfully attended to by Mrs. 
Bose Isbell until her necessary resigna- 
tion, and it has received the same atten- 
tion from her successor, Mrs. Hannah B. 
Harvie. 
A yearly subscription to the 


Union Signal has been donated to the 
pastors, to the public library, to the hos- 
pital and to the Y. M. C. A. Two barrels 
of literature were sent to the lumber camp 
in Maine and articles were replenished in 
the W. C. T. U. room at the hospital. A 
picture entitled "The Friends of the Tem- 
perance Cause," was given for the parlor 
of the Y. M. C. A. building, f5 for rental 
of headquarters at Boston, and several 
cases of destitution and calls for charity 
were individually and collectively pro. 
vided for. 
We have held one ten-cent 


supper, which was both pleasant and 
profitable.

Two petitions for the legislature were 


sent us from headquarters for circulation, 
one asking that the age specified by law 
for the protection of girls be raised to 
eighteen years. This petition was widely 
circulated and we met with >no difficulty 
in procuring numerous signatures. The 
other, a petition for municipal suffrage, 
was also acted upon, but a divided opinion 
was expressed both in the union and the 
community at large; nevertheless this 
petition was also returned with many 
names. 


A certain class of amusements intro- 


duced in our town led the union to believe 
them to have a disgraceful and immoral 
tendency, and a petition was presented to 
the selectmen asking that all such be pro- 
hibited. Said petition was received with 
approval and the ladies were given to un- 
derstand they were in no way considered 
as having overstepped the bounds of 
propriety in their anxiety for the preser- 
vation of the moral standard of the town, 


The year will be marked in our history 


for its pleasant and profitable gatherings. 
John G. Wooley was secured for a lecture 
given in Odd Fellows' hall March 12, the 
public showing their appreciation by the 
number of tickets sold, by the assistance 
rendered by the young men in particular, 
and the general attendance of all. 


The gift of a coffee cart for the use of 


the North Adams fire department was 
made March 26. The cart was built at the 
expense of the union (cost $46) by James 
Barber and credit for the workmanship is 
certainly due him. The event was a very 
pleasant one, many members of the union 
attending the formal presentation at the 
rooms of Hose 2. Its acceptance and the 
gratitude expressed by the department 
showed how thoroughly the gift was ap. 
predated, and at the collation served by 
the firemen the ladies were made to feel 
that they were almost a part of the or- 
ganization, and we left with the wish in 
our hearts thatwe might still be stronger 
united by receiving the entire department 
as honorary members of the W. C. T. TJ. 


May 24 we were visited by Mrs. Ella 


Decker of Pittsfleld, county superintend- 
ent ot railroad work, and also entertained 
visitors from the unions of Williamstown 
and Adams. The address given by Mrs. 
Decker was one of much interest, showing 
How important a place this department 
occupies in our county work and how 
faith/ully its duties are performed. July 
31 a visit was made us by Mrs. Helen G. 
Bice of Boston, state organizer of Loyal 
Legion work, at which time we gathered 
with the above named unions for a picnic 
at the home of one of our members, Mrs. 
Helen Hedge. The afternoon exercises 
were a short address given by Mrs. Bice on 
what might be termed "The Necessary 
Bequisites for the Advancement of the 
W. C. T. U.," after whioh the helps and 
hindrances were fteely discussed by the 
ladies. The instruction gained, the per- 
fect day, the hospitality extended by the 
hostess, together with the large number 
present, rendered it a never-to-bt-forgot 
ten occasion, but the crowning pleasure 
came at the close, when we were invitee 
by Mrs. Hedge to hold a similar gather- 
ing with her next summer, which event 
is already koked forward to in anticipa- 
tion. 


On September 2 we enjoyed a grove 


meeting held by the county union at 
HOOEBC Vclley park. The gathering was 
styled a "School of Methods" and .was 
presided over by Mrs. Esther T. Housh 
secretary of ,the Massachusetts Woman's 
Christian Temperance union. This occa- 
sion was ako.flae'of interest and pleasure 


and we united heartily in the vote of 
.hanks tendered C. Q. Richmond, who so 
kindly gave to the union the exclusive use 
of the pavilion and lovely grounds tor the 
event. December IS we invited Miss Liz- 
zie Clark of Dalton, county superintendent 
of social purity, at which time the sister 
unions were also invited. 
The words 


spoke* by Miss Clark left much thought 
for consideration and she showed by her 
earnestness her ability to labor in the 
leld assigned her. Last, but by no means 
<he least, would we mention the three 
visits made us by our county president, 
Mrs. Anna H. Torrey, whose presence is 
ilways suggestive of energy, and plans for 
future advancement are sure to follow. 


The greatest discouragement came in 


the necessary adjournment of our Loyal 
Temperance legion department 
This 


branch of work was organized in June 
under the direction of Mrs. Hannah M. 
Harvie, Mrs. H. E. Blake, Mrs. W. E. 
Orton and Mrs. Simouds, and during the 
summer vacation of the union the work 
was still continued through the children. 
The regular meetings were held Monday 
afternoons of each week, and Saturday af. 
ternoon was devoted to flower mission 
work, and a committee was appointed to 
meet with Mrs. Harvie at her home for 
the purpose of distributing flowers. 


During the months of June, July and 


August 175 bouquetswere distributed at the 
hospital and many more found their way 
to individual homes to brighten the weary 
hours of the sick room. The box lor hold- 
ing the literature at the railway station 
was also kept filled by a committee under 
the supervision of Mrs. Blake, and the 
children circulated leaflets containing 
temperance stories among their play- 
mates and acquaintances. One hundred 
leaflets were provided by them for distri- 
bution on the agricultural grounds during 
the fair, and the work was done by two 
of the boys who asked that this privilege 
be given them; and who knows but the 
seed thus sown may not bring a greater 
harvest than if sown by those of mature1 
years ? Notwithstanding heat or rain.the 
little workers were found at the appoint- 
ed meetings. 


Changes at the mission building requir- 


ed a change of location for the legion also, 
and as we have as yet been unable to pro- 
cure quarters, the work is still subject to 
adjournment. The continued wearing of 
tbe^badge and the invariable question 
asked by the children, "when will our 
meetings begin again?" shows no lack 
of interest, and how anxiously they are 
waiting to again resume the work, and we 
question with a pain in our heaats, why 
are they thus deprived of their helpful 
and important position in the ranks of 
this battle for their future freedom? 


We contemplated the addition of several 


new departments to our work of the past 
year, but have been hindered by the same 
obstacle, the lack of permanent and suit- 
able headquarters. We look with pride 
and congratulations upon the building of 
the Yo^ng Men's Christian association 
and the home secured by the Grand Army, 
and encourage the hope that by faith and 
perseverance a Jike good fortune shall yet 
be ours. In our review we record no great 
victories achieved, but patient and per- 
sistent effort has been the characteristic 
feature, and with our newly organized 
city government, at the bead of whose de- 
partments we trustingly believe are placed 
men of wisdom and integrity, is it pre- 
suming to feel that our future endeavors 
shall receive their approval and co- 
operation? 


We would remember with gratitude the 


pastors, who, as heretofore, extended the 
helping hand, and many times have our 
discouragements been brightened by their 
cheering words and ready response to 
every call for assistance. Especially 
would we remember and return thanks to 
the Eescue Mission so .-iety, who so gener- 
ously opned wide its doors and bade us 
welcome when no spot could be found 
wherein to organize our Loyal Legion; to 
the Congregational church for the use of 
its parlors for the holding of our regular 
meetings during the past year; to the Y. 
M. C. A. and Universalist society for the 
proffered use of their parlors for the same 
purpose the coming year; to B. B. Harvie 
for lettering utensils for the coffee cart; 
to Herbert F. Wills, Herbert Walley and 
others, through whose instrumentality 
efficient aid has been rendered.

W. S. Kelley Addresses the Board 


of 
Trade 
on 
That 


Subject. 


THE TRANSMISSION PLAN IN DETAIL 


A Scientific Discourse on Electric Motor* 


and Transmission of Power. On* 


Thousand Horse Power all 


the Year. 


The board of trade held a special meet- 


ing last night to hear W. 9. Kelley of the 
General Electric company of Boston talk 
on the transmission of electrical energy 
In general and of his scheme of convert- 
ing the power derivable from the waters 
of Howe's pond into electrical energy and 
transmitting it over wires to this city. 
The meeting was very well attended and 
there seemed to be much interest taken 
in Mr. Kelley's lengthy, scientific talk. 
James E, Hunter explained the purpose 
of the meeting and introduced Mr. Kelley. 
Mr. Kelley began by talking flatteringly 
of North Adams. He pointed out that 
last night's meeting of the board of trade 
was the first since the inauguration of the 
city government and said he considered it 
an honor to be allowed to address it. He 
then talked about the electric motor And 
said In part: 


The Electric Motor. 


The electric motor is not a recent Inven- 


tion. 
The first complete one was in- 


vented in 1836 by a Vermont blacksmith. 
He exhibited it in New York and Eng- 
land. Later Jacob! invented one and pro- 
pelled a boat with it. In 1831 an electric 
road was operated in England. 
These 


motors were not successful because they 
depended for current on batteries. 
Then 


attention was given to developing the 
dynamo. In I860 it was perfected. 
The 


Gramme machine was exhibited at Vienna 
in 1873 to show the reversibility of the 
machine. It was at this exhibition that 
Fontaine conceived the idea of connecting 
the terminals of the motor to the dynamo 
and noted that his discovery might be use- 
ful in the transmission of power. 
Then 


the Sprague Electric motor company be- 
gan its work and the march since of the 
motor has been triumphant. 


Mr. Kelley then spoke of the gradual 


change in the winding of motors to give 
higher voltage stating that 500 is the 
limit which is considered safe for life and 
good manipulation. 


Lone Distance Transmission. 


The inability to transmit power long 


distances by continuous currents was then 
considered and also the ability to transmit 
by alternating currents, which was first 
exhibited at Frankfort. During the last 
two years many thousands of horse power 
alternating current plants have been es~ 
tablisbed. Mr. Kelly then touched upon 
several installations, and referred to a 
Mexican plant which he said was similar 
to the plant proposed to establish here. 
The water wheels there were working 
under an 800 feet head. He called partic- 
ular attention to the class of motor nsed 
in these installments. The motors are en- 
tirely spaikless, and there is no danger of 
ignition or origin of explosion from 
them, 
A great many powder mills are 


operated by electric motors. 


The difference in motors was explained 


at some length. The older are liable to 
burn out and they have a commutator. 
There is no commutator in the motor 
proposed for the plant here and they can't 
be burned out. 
They will bear a fifty-five 


per cent, increase in load and when 
greatly overloaded will simply stop. 
There is absolutely no wear but in the 
the two bearings. 


Tbe Rcadaboro Scheme. 


Two years ago Mr. Kelley's attention 


was called to water power at Stamford, 
Vi. He investigated the matter and is con- 
vinced of its feasibility and the commercial 
value if the scheme he proposes and be- 
lieves nothing would add so much to this 
city's prosperity. The general scheme is 
to coral all the water falling on the 
mountain west of Beadsboro and convert 
its power into electric energy for North 
Adams. He then referred to a map which 
bad marked on it the pond.its water shed, 
Beadsboro and North Adams. The place 
where the installation would be estab- 
lished is two and one-half miles from the 
pond and there would need to be a pipe 
line from the pond to it. The conditions 
for the pipe line are remarkably ft vorable. 
There can be 1,000 horse power c'elivered 
in North Adams twenty-four hours a day, 
SOS days in the year. 


Tbe Tbrce CondUious. 


The power to be obtained depends on 


three conditions the amount of rain fall, 
the water shed and the fall of water on 
the wheels. The fall of rain on that sec- 
tion according to a ten years record made 
at Beadsboro is fifty-two inches, from 
twenty to twenty-five per cent, more than 
in any other place in New England, par- 
ticularly in Williamstown where record! 
show only about thirty-five inches a year. 
Fart of a rainfall soaks into the ground 
and doee not reappear on the surface. A 
per cent, is taken up by vegetation and 
evaporation. The authorities say that 
in

If there can be obtained fifty-one per 
cent, of the direct rainfall of this shed 
the 1000 horse power can be obtained. It 
is not necessary to depend on the fall o* 
one year for the power for that year. The 
pond will contain water enough for the 
1000 horse-power for six months and so a 
dry year can be lapped over on a wet one. 


Antliorltlen Corroborate. 


Accurate guagmgs of the flow at the 


pond were made recently in the very dry 
season and show that one-fifth of the 
power ran into the pond. The subsequent 
rains would have done more than make 
np the balance. A heavy rainfall showed 
in the stream for sixteen days, proving 
that a large part of, the water tb.-it falls 
gets into it. To be doubly sure of his fig. 
ures Mr. Kollsy consulted the bett author 
ity on water sheds and finds his estimates 
making due allowances for changes in 
conditions, would allow the 1000 horse 
power. The amount of water depending 
on the water shed, Mr. Kelley had surveys 
of all the section and his estimates are 
based on them. Regarding the head of 
water careful surveys 1m e been made. 
The location of the pipo line and the dam 
has been carefully located.

READSBORO ELECTRIC POWER, 


Tbe plan of utilizing Howe's pond and 


surrounding water shed, in Readsboro, 
Vt., fcr obtaining electric power for local 
use and to be transmitted to other points, 
among them our city, as laid before the 
North Adams Board of Trade Friday 
evening, hat many features of interest, 
whatever may be thought of its adapta- 
bility here. 
• That the plan was practicable seemed 
in most minds to be well demonstrated. 
As to what extent the power eoold be 
used to advantage in our city opinions 
win of course differ. In fact no intelli- 
gent opinion can be formed by the pub- 
lic on the latter point until -detailed and 
definite information is given as to what 
the cost of the power will be to the con- 
sumer. Snob, information was not given 
at the meeting. 


Mr. Kelley of Boston, who very clearly 


presented the advantages of electric 
power and the rapidly growing demand 
for it, gave a very interesting history of 
tbe development of motors and the trans- 
mission of thit wonderful force. He also 
explained the main features of the pro- 
posed plan, so that the unusual natural 
advantages offered in Readsboro for a re- 
liable water supply for the proposed plant 
were made evident. 


He undoubtedly had business reasons 


for declining to make public the charges 
that would be made for using the power; 
he was probably not authorized by the 
company he represented to quote prices 
publicly, though he intimated he was 
prepared to make individual contracts. 
Until ,the prices are made pnblic the 
public will naturally withhold its opinion 
if it hat one, of the intrinsic value of the 
plan. 


It it exceedingly encouraging to know, 


however, as the speaker assured the meet- 
ing, that under the proposed plan electric 
power could be furnished to North Adams 
it cheaply as the great Niagara enterprise 
can furnish it to Buffalo. This of itself 
may be of great import to our city ami 
vicinity. It brings up visions of most 
valuable inducements being offered here 
for the starting of numerous small manu- 
facturing enterprises. We say small en- 
terprises for the reason that onr largest 
manufacturing establishments could not 
use the electric power to advantage. II 
may have been a surprise to many to 
Jearn from what Col. Bracewell said that 
in a large establishment like the Windsor 
print works the cost of their present 
power was practically nothing, as the 
tame steam was used over and over again 
in to many afferent ways, when tbe 
steam would be required regardless of 
power. 
sJtanewed interest in the subject has 
certainly been awakened in any event 
and if it leads to closer relations between 
our city and Readsboro and the scr.-ound 
log country, in the lines happily and cor 
dially presented to the meeting by Mr. 
Bullock of that town, great mutual bene- 
fit will be derived. We need each other 
at we have said before, and in tome waj 
we must, be brought closer together 
whether it be by electric power or the 
development in other ways of onr mutual 
interests.

Sound Cnrretiep System. 


Senate Silver Republicans 


Are Hard at Work. 


Senate and Houss Both Hnr Argument on 


Question at Rule*. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Senator Bur- 


rows (Hlcb.) may become the aggressive 
leader of the sound money Republicans In 
the senate. He takes advanced view* upon 
the relation of the greenback* to our fiscal 
system, and is free to say that "one ol 
two things must be done—either the green- 
books must be retired, or wine means de- 
vised by which they will not or oanuot be 
presented to the treasury for payment." 


Senator Burrows is not willing to rest 


his reputation complacently upon the no- 
tion that a little more revenue is all tho 
cation needs 'to perfect its financial sys- 
tem. He recognizes the greenback danger 
and will nob be likely to hold his candle 
under the bushel of party tradition much 
longer. He say*, in speaking in detail o( 
the financial situation: 


'While a lack of revenue contributes 


largely to our financial disorder, I am not 
entirely clear that it is alone responsible 
(or it. The act of 1800, continued In 
operation for three years, injected into out1 
circulation «lo&000.000 of silver, repre- 
sented by the treasury notes, while the re- 
serva remained nnaugmeated.

was not large, it must be remembered that 
we then entered upon a changed tarifi 
policy, and that the silver purchases of the 
Inw of 1890 were beginning to crowd upon 
the treasury. 


"The government of the United States) 


is the only institution that I know of that 
has out an amount of demand notes that 
must be paid In gold. Banking institu- 
tions may pay legal tender, but the treasuy 
is pledged to gold payments, wbfle It baa 
not a dollar of distinctively gold revenue."

Reltttvn ol the Men Create a Touching Scene 


In the Courtroom. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 11. — Jmlgc 


Shennhn yesterday afternoon sentenced 
Patrick Sullivan, Patrick J. Folcy and 
Cornelius Noglc, tho murderers of Duroy 
8. Foster at Billerica on Sept. 11,1S94, to 
life imprisonment In state prison. It vros 
at a special session of tho Middlesex su- 
perior criminal court, called for the pur- 
pose of Imposing a sentence upon tho 
three men, the exceptions in their cise 
having been overruled by the supreme 
court and the rescript handed down Jan. 7. 


The fact that the men were to be sen- 


tenced yesterday was known to but few 
persons outside the officers of the court, 
but when the hour arrived for the court to 
convene a large number of the friends of 
the prisoners were Mk hand. Sullivan's 
wife, father, mother and brother were 
there, also Foley's wife and two sisters 
and Nagle's aged mother and three sisters. 
The scene both before and after the sen- 
tence of the men 


Was a Touching One. 


The women cried and threw themselves 


upon the prisoners, and both Foley's and 
Sullivan's wives fainted. 


As the prisoners entered the courthouse, 


securely shackled and attended by Deputy 
Sheriff Fairbairn and Deputy Sheriff 
Wardwell, both of Cambridge, Foley's 
wife met them, and before she could be 
prevented she had placed a fervent kiss on 
her husband's lips and he had grasped her 
in his arms. When token from his arms 
the officer discovered that she had fainted. 


Immediately after the adjournment of 


court the prisoners were surrounded by 
their relatives, all crying violently. Mrs. 
Sullivan threw her arms around her son 
and cried: "Oh, my innocent son!" Sho 
was drawn gently away by the court offi- 
cers and led crying out of the courtroom 
by her daughter. 
"Don't make a scene here," said Sulli- 


van to his mother when she kissed him. 
"They will lot you see us In the jail and 
you can come right over." This remark 
was addressed to his aged <and apparently 
heartbroken father, who stood nearby, his 
frame shaking with emotion. 


Amid loud lamentations the prisoners 


were removed from the courtroom and 
book to their cells in the Cambridge jail, 
followed by their relatives, who were al- 
lowed to converse with them.

CRISIS .ABOUT ENDED. 


Transvaal Government Nobly Stood' a 


Test of Its Stability. 


Britishers Are Mystified by 


Naval Preparations. 


President Krugtfs Demands Form a Subject ol 


Much Speculation. 


LONDON, Jan. n.—A dispatch from Pre- 


toria says that the disarming at Johannes- 
burg has open completed without mishap, 
and the Boor police now patrol the town. 
The crisis is pmetically ended, and orders 
Imvc been issued far nil Boer commands 
to proceed to Pretoria 
• 


Thus ends this unique revolution, dnr- 


Ing which not even a nollcemap has been 
knocked on the head, and nor. n single act 
of violence has been committed Presi- 
dent Krugor and the executive council 
have 
exhibited 
remarkable 
coolness 


throughout. The stability of the govern- 
ment has been unmistakably displayed. 


There is a remarkable absence of ex- 


citement here, but feelings have been 
aroused whiuh will not be allured for 
years. The Boers' district of the Uitland- 
ers has been Increased ten-fold, and the 
sense of failure rankles with the Uitland- 
ers. Yet both sides desire that the gov- 
ernment should runiuin republican and 
free from outside control. The statesmen 
now in conference must,'therefore, devlso 
means for an ndjustment which will se- 
cure peace, and thereby attract foreign 
capital. 


The correspondent of The Times at Capo 


Town gives a long telegram from Mr. 
Hofineyer, the leader oC the Afrikander 
party, to Colonial Secretary Chamberlain, 
in which, referring to the fact that the 
leaders in British financial and military 
circles and many in the queen's service 
either shared in or winked (•; the Ult- 
lander conspiracy in the Tnir^vaal, he 
asks whether it would not bo advisable to 
institute a radical change in the govern- 
ment and in the personal rule of Cecil 
Rhodes. He snys he trusts that a Search- 
ing inquiry will be made into the con- 
spiracy, »ud offers his own co-operation. 


Chamberlain's Condewjeniiiou.

Mr. Chamberlain concludes: "My pres- 
ent chief object Is to prevent a further

Johannesburg or the prisoners." 


The correspondent of The Times at Ber- 


lin telegraphs: Whatever after-effects the 
Transvaal incident may have on German 
policy, in government and even in higher 
circles the disposition now Is to regard 
the matter as closed. 
A few uncom- 


promising spirits (till expect that the 
Transvaal will insist upon a declaration 
of absolute independence. 
But 1C is 


doubtful whether the German govern- 
ment will sustain that hope. At the same 
time it would be .premature to imagine 
that all cause fortvpislety has disappeared.

The mystery of the naval preparations 


occupies a large place in the public mind, 
and the conclusion arrived at by the at- 
tentive public after thus thinking it over 
Is that the tremendous activity displayed— 
not only in the fitting out of the flying 
squadron, but in the rushing forward of 
work in the navy yards, arsenals and sup- 
ply shops for war material—does not appear 
wholly necessary an u Vmnt of the condi- 
tion of relations with Gu-many. It is also 
felt that it is difficult to see to what point 
the flying squadron—which, together with 
the existing available squadrons with 
which it is proposed to join it, will form, 
it Is said, the most powerful fleet of war 
vessels ever put afloat—is destined. 


The situation ill the Transvaal is un- 


doubtedly greatly improved, and unless 
President Krngcr has mode extortionate 
demands, such as for the complete inde- 
pendence of his republic and freedom 
from the suzerainty of Great Britain, and 
has received the support of Germany in 
favor of these demands, such a powerful 
fleet as are being prepared will not be 
needed at Delagoa bay. 


Krnjer Holds the Whl[fcH»nd. 


IB fact, the whole future of South Africa 


now depends upon the nature of the de- 
mands made by President Krnger, whoso 
response to the queen's message, addressed 
him in the third person, through Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain, is, to say the 
least, not effusive. In fact, it virtually 
declares that the president will held Dr. 
Jameson and the other members of his 
expedition who were taken with film as 
hostages tor the disarmament of Johannes- 
burg, whose time of grace for the sur- 
render of the arms held by the Uitlanders 
expired nt 6 o'clock last evening.

It ii 
understood that the emporor, In his reply, 
in brief general terms, proffered his hand 
to the English people. The letter, It is 
said, also confirms the assurances given 
by the German ministers that the em- 
peror hod no intention of casting a slur on 
the dignity ot England. 


SPANIARDS OUTWITTED. 


Retreat ol Gomez Was Made to Secure Bettor 


Positions. 


HABANA, Jan. 11.—The lull which 


seemed to have taken place in the activi- 
ties of the insurgents in the past few days 
has given place once more to an unex- 
pected dash on the part of Maximo Gomel 
into the heart of the rich tobacco growing 
district of Pinar del Bio. 


Confident claims have been made fot 


several days past on the part of the au- 
thorities that the time was fast approach- 
ing when the insurgents were to pay the 
penalty for their temerity and when tho 
Spanish were to close in upon them as in 
a trap and annihilate them. 


The news that Gomez has passed Alqni* 


zar and Gulra de Meleiia in Habana prov- 
ince was received with relief by tho 
friends of the insurgents, though the di- 
rection he had taken beyond that was not 
known, but it was generally supposed 
that he was bent upon retreat into the 
eastern provinces, glad to escape the trap 
set for him. 


It is now evident that he was merely 


making n pretense at retreat to mislead 
his enemy, and meantime he has once 
more countermarched, like a fox doubling 
upon its own tracks, and last night he had 
nearly his whole effective force in the to- 
bacco district in the southern part of 
Plnar del Bio, ready to visit destruction 
upon the tobncco crop, as It has already 
been widely visited upon the sugar crop. 


The authorities have discovered evidence 


of what they-conslder a conspiracy to cause 
an uprising in Habana and to hand tho 
city over to the insurgents. The conspiracy 
is believed to be widely ramified, and its 
discovery has caused grave uneasiness in 
Habana, and suspicions that disaffection 
is much more widely disseminated than 
bos been admitted. 


Thirty persons have been arrested for 


complicity in the plot and eight have been 
imprisoned, while Aqullno Solnuo, police 
inspector for the port of Habana, has been 
relieved from duty. 


A Doubtful Story. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 11.—The prelim- 


inary examination of Mrs. Davidson was 
resumed yesterday. Mrs. Davidson, on 
cross-examination, said her mind was an 
absolute blank as to what happened to her 
from 1871 to 1887. She said she did not 
know where she had been, what she had 
done, whether she hod ever served a term 
in a house of correction in Massachusetts, 
it she had given birth to a child, or if she 
had swindled various persons whose 
names the prosecution named. Mrs. 
Davidson was held in (6000 bail to answer 
tho charge of extortion.

Nsw YORK, Jon. 11.—B G. Dan & Co.'s 


weekly review of trade says: The new 
year begins with such uncertainty that 
business Is somewhat retarded. The pro- 
posed sale of bonds offers ground for confi- 
dence in the future, but no one Is able to 
determine what Its earliest effects may be 
In the money market, and for the time It 
Is a cause of hesitation rather than hope- 
fulness. 


Cotton is unchanged, although the re- 


ceipts for the week have not been very 
large, but some slackening appears In the 
foreign demand. Wheat is about 1 cent 
higher, and corn the same, without dis- 
tinct reason in either case. 


The Industrial situation has not materi- 


ally changed. There is much hesitation 
in the iron business. Everything turns on 
the contracts for ore, which are still un- 
settled. 


In boots and shoes the average of prices 


Is a shade lower, though little change ap- 
pears, except in calf boots and shoes. 


Leather is a little lower. The demand for 
boots ami shoes falls far behind expecta- 
tions, and many of the shops have closed 
for n tlino, siiK'c little new business Is be- 
ing ilonc. The shipments from Boston for 
tho week were about 18,000 cases smaller 
thai) last yuar 


Sales of wool are large, although a large 


part of the purchases were of a speculative 
character, bused upon the belitf that prices 
may he mlvtinccd if the now tariff bill goes 
Into rffect 
The opening of woolen goods 


show-, a further tendency toward lower 
prices, in spite of the prevalent belief that 
hlpher prices would be realized before 
lone if the revenue bill which passed the 
house should become a law. 


The cotton mills are generally running, 


though not all with full force, and tome 
are piling up goods without regard to the 
Immediate demand, which is compara- 
tively slack, Us they apparently believe 
that the short supply of cotton this yeai 
will ensure them profits In the end, as ll 
has during the past half year. 


Failures for the waek have been 481 In 


the United States, against 490 last year, 
and 58 In Canada, against M last year.
